■ lb -was itt the wintur of 1850 tliat 
the writer niadn the atiuaintance of a 
yqttplfjl^ercbant, named Harris of 8itn 
Francisco, who harl been up in tlie 
mines to settle U|) Homf nccountH with 
certaiu tradiDS-po.st kceiieTK He wa« 
on Lis way back to Smi Fraiicisuo, cur 
rying wi^hibini HVlargH amount of goUi 
dust, whicli hfi had coilecteJ for the 
firra, of which lie was ilie junior mem- 
ber. 

.\fter haviti}.' .siiUcted our stateroom 
in the eteauier Senator and sepn to tlie 
safety of our liaguape, we took a .stroll 
on deck lind ihrou^^h tlie cabitiH. We 
found ouraelvea in cofiipuiiy witli a 
number of gantblers who bad drifted 
from the eastern cities to the goUJen 
•t&te, which was at that time the Mec 
ca for ail such characterH. They had 
bsen plucking the miuera, and were 
now bound to San Francisco with full 
purai^s, 

Aa sooin as we were under way the im- 
plements of their trade were brought 
fortb. yaro, rouge et noir, and various 
other games were exhibited to tempt 
the unwary to risk their money. At 
first, many of the gentlemen on board 
objected to having the cabin turned 
into a gambling hell, but the profea 
sionals loudly protested that, they ])lay- 
ed only on the square, and furthermore 
declared that should any of their num- 
ber oe detected cheating .tho ytakos 
sbo^ild be forfeited, and he be put on 
ghorp After this no more »aa said, 
ipd the numerous games went on with 
put interfuption. 

Por some tiipie the young nierchhnt 
gpiply deplinpd ail invitations to try 
his l(?ck. But after the supper table 
had been cleared, yielding, aa he after- 
ward told tiie, to a natural love for the 
excitement of play, he con.sented to 
make one of the party of four who 
wurfi about to sit down to a game of 
\)Rrd8;for siiiall staki'S, just to paws away 
"tKe. time. 

Tho players took llieir seatH; the 
cards weri, dealt, and the game began. 

For a while nu interest in the for- 
tune of the merchant induced me to 
remain at bia side and watch the 
chaaoes of the game; but as the suids 
staked' were but small, and the parties 
sebraed evenly matched in point uf 
still, I soon retired to a di.stant pari 
of the cabin to amuse myself wit,li a 
book — in the contents of which I al- 
most immediately became absorbed. L 
read for some time, probably for an 
hour and a half; but while pausing tn 
cut the leaves (the book was a new 
one) I became conscious that an un- 
Qiual stillness pervaded tho room. 
There was no longer to be heard the 
rattle of dice, tlie sliarp click of t.lie 
ivory faro checks, or the Hubdued mur- 
mur of the players. Raining my eyes 
to see what could he the cause of this 
'anusaal silence, I saw that all the 
Banks had been deserted, and the play- 
ers were standing motionless round 
the table at which I had left Harris 
and his companions engaged at euchre. 

Wondering what could induce men 
wbo were accustomod to risk the larg- 
est Stakes on the turn <^ a card to take 
guch ah interestlh'Lso smaU a game, I 
threw down ray book, (ind approaching 
the party, soon made my way close up 
tq the t^ble. 

I saw ^t pncp that a great change 
\iai^ ta)iep pl^ce sinpe I had been a 
ipojcer pn. Thpst^lres wej-e largely in- 
Pfti^sed, and two pf the party, cither 
^MMfc]? or ^ tiRiiil to r>Bk Bupb large 



amounts, h:>d withdrawn from the ta- 
ble. Harris and one of tho gamblers, 
however, still retained their seats, and 
with eager faces and shaking hands 
shuHled and dealt the cards. Fortune 
seemed to favor Harris, for- just as I 
reached the spot he marked the last 
spot in a closely contested game, while 
the professional, with a tierce oath, 
dashed down the cards and challenged 
him to give li'im his revenge with dice, 
to which proposition afi-er a momont's 
hesitation Harris consented. 

The dice arid cups were procured 
and the e.xcited gamesters again bet 
their money, but no longer with the 
same result. Harris' good luck seemed 
to have deserted him, and his antagon- 
ist won stake after stake. Harris seem- 
ed now wild with excitement. - He 
doubled ever time, until at last no less 
than §10,000 lay upon the table to be 
won or lost at a single throw' df ' tllP 
dice. Again was the gambler success- 
ful. Harris now sprang from hiH chair, 
and, calling on his antagonist to re- 
main where he was, repaired to his 
stateroom, and, return ng iii a few 
minutes, he dashed down upon the ta 
ble a bag of gohl dust, saying tit the 
same lime to the gambler: "You have 
already won from mi^ over .$15,000. 
This hag of gold dust rcprt'sen ts double 
that amount; daro you li.ik a like sum, 
and let the ownership of the whole be 
decided by a single castl" 

The gambler expressed his willing 
ne.ss to do so. There was a large cnrv 
ing fork Iving near Harris, which tho 
waiter hatl neglected to remove when 
he had cleared the table that evi^iing 
This Harris, with a careless movcnH-nt 
of his arm, (Irew close to his side 

All drew near in eager expectation. 
Harris .seized the cup, and, shakiiiL 
the dice violeii ly for a monierit, dash- 
ed tiieni down licforV him. I couln 
scarct'lv rcpn-ss a cry "f exultatiun 
when I saw he had thrown doulde Hves 
within two of the highest number that 
is possible to make. Tho jirofessinnals 
cast uneasy glancen upon each otluT, 
but Harris' nntagnniRt only smillnl 
scornfully and drew thf ivory culn-h 
toward llini. Just, however, as he was 
placing them in the box tliey Klip[)t-d 
throu;!li his liniiers and fell upon the 
floor. He Htopped a'nil rVoovfred then 
in an iu»ii*uv,>b(it aHlhe.Teae.hed fori • 
bis hand to take the cup Harris sin;:, h 
the fork, HtnJ, with a inovtiiiient n 
quick as ibat of a ratiie^nnke, stuck 
tlie sharp jirongs through his wri^i, 
pinning it to t ht; table. At, the Ham 
time he presented a cocked pi.-,iol fui' 
at his head. There was a yell from the 
wounded man and a volley of impre 
cAtioi;>f burst from his associate.'). A 
dozen weapons were pointed at the 
breast of Harris, lit; was equal to the 
occuKioii. Not a inu.>cie of his face mov- 
ed, and his voice wus not raised in the 
least when he .spoke. 

"One moment,, gentleuuin," said he. 
"You have ju.-it declared -.that ahoulil 
one of your number be detecteil in foui 
play, the .stakes should he forfeited anil 
lie suiiiinarily puiiiahed. If the dice un- 
der the band 1 now hold im|irisoned 
bo not false, then do with me as you 
will. If, however, I prove correct in 
my assertion,' 1 demand the fullillinent 
of your threat." 

I3y this time they had all collected 
around tho table, and iIk; gainljlers sa w 
they were not to bo trifled with, Ho 
they were forced to admit the truth of 
what Harris had said. 

The gambler was held in his chair, 
the fork withdrawn and the dice ex 
amined, and found to be loaded. The 
true pair were concealed in his sleeve. 
His fate was sealed. The arms of a doz 
en miners stripped him of his weapons, 
forced him into a boat and rowed him 
to the nearest land, which hap|)ened to 
be the northern point of Angel island, 
which was at that time bleak and bar- 
ren, without a siilgle inhabitant. Upon 
this island, on that dark and stormy 
night, deaf to Ins piteous appeals, they 
forced him and the steamer resumed 
her course down the bay. The gmnbicr 
found his way to the city in a fow days, 
and was soon after shot dead in his 
boots in the old Veranda gambling sa- 
loon, nortliest corner of Washington 
and Kearney streets. Harris was one 
of the victims of the awful disam-.T 
which befell the steamship Central 
America in 1858.

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STRIOING .ON SNQW-SHOESi 



A. Useful Invention Uorronrod from the 
ludiuiM — Ita Art uud Mystery* 

[lloutrofti Cor. I'hiladolphia Record.) 

Tho Indian snow-shoo is a very diflCer- 
cnt thing from the long, thin, wooden 
skato on which the natives of^Suandina- 
via slide over tho drifts and down tha 
hills, and which, I believe, has been in- 
troduced into tho mountain regions of 
the far west. Take a iisli-shaped fcamo 
of tough wood two and a half or three 
feet long, and ton or twelve inches 
acro.ss at its widest part — ten inchos is 
tlio regulation racing width — and put in 
two light cros-i-pieces near the head and 
tail. Fill tho compartincuis tliiis 
formed with a netting of tino strips of 
deer-skin, leaving near tho upper bar 
an open spaeo as largo as tho paltu of 
your hand, ciirvo the woodoii frame a 
little forward, and you have the snow- 
shoe. ■ It weighs only a few oimce.s, but 
its supporting i)ower is immense. The 
theory is siinplo enough — tluU of tho 
expansion of tho solo of the foot, so 
that a b road surface -is obtained anil 
tlio weight so distributed that the .shoo 
scarcely sinks an inch in the snow. 

Ttie moccasin is "the only wear" with 
tho belle raquetto A stout "too strap" 
of deerskin crosses tho snow-shoes just 
aft 01 the upper cross-bai , and iiiidor 
this the snow-slioei slips his toe, hiah- 
in^ the snow-shoe to the fool with tinu 
strings of hide. Only l.ho toe is fas- 
tened, a.s the coiitrivanco of wooil and 
netting is to be dragged or seuflliHl 
along, not lifted bodily. Its wjdth, 
whicli at first .seems formidablo, is in 
reality no iinpediiueut, as the e.xperl 
slips one foot over tho uthor ius he uikos 
liis stride. Df eoiirse, the shoes worn 
by woodsmen and luinberors, who carry 
lieavy burdens ttnd havo to make their 
way through unbroken drifts, are muub 
broader and stronger than tho-se i^m- 
])Ioyed in raeiiig or tramping, but tho 
priucijjle througtiout is the same. 

Tho sirmiger who e.xj)eriiueiil.s with 
the snow-shoe is ;ipl to proiiounio it an 
embodiment of total deinvivity. Hav- 
ing arrayed himself in blanket coat, 
sash, tuque, uiiitons, knickorbockers, 
loggiugH and uioecasin.s and fastened on 
hia snow-shoes, his — literally — first step 
ia to move oft and set the too of one slioc 
firmly on the tail of the other; tiieu, 
when ho undertakes to lift the latter 
foot ho makes a frantic and undignified 
oflort 10 stand on his head, and tumbles 
iiiglorioiisly on hia f.ice, driving his 
arms into the snow up to his shoulders 
— tho insinuating capacity of snow 
under such' circumstances xs iacrediblo 
— and anchoring his feet by entangling 
his Huow-shoos. 

But when once tho art and mystery havo 
boon mastered ho will bo convinced that 
ho has ac(|iiiiod tho very pootry of mo- 
tion. A long stride is necessary to clear 
tho shoes; there is no backward slip; tho 
frosty air makes activity indi.spen.sablo, 
and I'v, vrhjlv, 2ramo glows and tingles 
gloriously. Tho exertion is,.sosligh* 
that one no more foels bis snow-shoes 
than a bird its wings— though there is a 
inal do raquetto resulting from over- 
work, especially with hoavy shoes in 
wot snow, which makes the sutTeror fool 
at ovory stop as if the bones of hia 
instep had been brokon," andthe frac- 
tured edges wore grindmg on each other 
—and ho goes striding ovw tlie drifts, 
leaving beliind him a trail us of some 
gigantic preadaniito bird with cane-seat 
cliairbottoius for foot, proudly pityiufj 
tho pedestrians who struggle tlu-Liicrb 
the snowy paths, and tlio sloigho'-s wZ.j 
shiver under their bufl'nlo robes.

Lizars then Interviewed 
Eddy and informed him that he was 
charged with the theft, and talked the 
matter over. Finally it was agreed that 
Eddy ahoiild pay all the costs of the 
investigation, together with about $50 
alleged to . have disappeai;ed in the 
mails. These costs, etc., were found on 
figuring up to amount toS about $160, 
which Kddy ])aid to Liiars in notes 
and ca.sh A part of the agreement also 
was iha' Eddy should rpsign his office. 
It- may be added that Mr. Creighton, 
the mana"er of the Montreal Bank 
fiere, has Vie%n notified of the suspicion 
ri-stitig on Eddy, and ha ascertained 
that about this time he (Eddy) "paid 
'hese marked bills, or a portion of 
Lliem, into the bank. 

AFTKH THI-: SKTTLEMENT EDDY 

came to tho conclusion that he had 
been frightened into it, and he placed 
I he aifair in the bands of Hard}', 
Wilkes '& Jones, who noti6ed Malcolm 
and Lizars that an action was about 
10 bo entered against them for black- 
inailine. I^izars at once handed the 
money and notes to Eddy's legal ad- 
viserH, and tlden the information was 
laid which led to the arrest of Eddy 
yesterday and his prtliminary trial 
to-day. The defendant was committed 
for trial, hail ^bcing accepted in the 
sum of §100. *

FEMALE SUePRAQE IN ONTARIO. 

As the proposition to admit women to 
the franchise is before the le<;iabture it 
will be interesting to obsorvo how the 
proposition was received by the Ontario 
leijialature, where it came up on a motion 
for second readiut; on tho 1th inat. Con- 
aiderable diaoaation took place over the 
bill, which was not conducted in a serious 
vein. Tho bill was ultimately withdrawn. 

Mr. Waters on moving tho second lead- 
ing of the bill to grant the franchise to 
women, said ho felt happy — (applause 
and laughter) — for this reason, that such 
a bill could be discussed by the legisla- 
ture without being treated as a joke. The 
qualifications 6zed by the bill were al- 
most identical with those fixed for male 
voters by the act of lust st'saion. After 
the oloctiuna of 1SS3, tho full municipal 
franchise was given to women. lie now 
afiked the house to follow the psiiiciple to 
its legitimate conclusion, and grant tu 
women the right to vote at elections for 
the legislative ssseoibly. The place where 
women suffrage had been tried was in tho 
Isle of Man— (laughter) —and there the 
iniluunco of tho new political element was 
moat happy. Ho took tho broad ground 
that women should have the franchiao be- 
cause they had a right to it. Women 
were juat as much interested as men in 
having good laws carried into effect. Uu 
contended that as married women wore 
not included in tho bill no home duties 
could be nuglectud or wife unfi'.ted for lior 
sphere. Lie concluded by stating that in 
his opinion politics would be purified and 
the best interests of tho whole people 
would be served. 

Mr. Dryden said he was quite of the 
opinion of Mr. Gladstone, that if the 
franchise were given to women it must be 
given to married women also. For in- 
stance, a woman mi^'ht bo a voter, tlien 
marry and bo disfranclHsed ; a duughtor 
might vote, while her mother could not 
vote. It was also an incentive to culibucy, 
as to marry would result in the penalty 
of disfranchiaomont. tlo thought women 
would not inform themaelvoa aiiQiciuntly, 
and would thus become a dangerous class 
of voters, acting from caprice. In New 
Jersey women had voted, but the pri; 
amble repealing the act giving them the 
power set forth the fact that the measure 
was necessary for the quiet, safety and 
good order of tho state. 

Mr. Ferris called attention to the fact 
that women teach the children, and are 
regarded as well qualified. He supported 
the bill, but expressed the opinion that it 
did not go far enough. 

Hon. 0. Mowat remarked that after this 
interesting discussion the object of the \;e\i- 
tlemnu would have been attained. He did 
not pretend to take a view opposed to tboHO 
of tlie hou. gsutleinau. AVniiieu were quite 
as intelligent, aud poriHe.ssed whatever 
qualificationH for voting that men ilid. He 
was' not afraid of the evils puinteil out 
coming out of tho enfranehiaement of 
women. A woman held the highest position 
in the r^-alm, and was indeed the embodi- 
ment of responsible government. Yet tho 
time had not come for giving the voting 
povrer to women. They did now exerci.se 
considerable iutlucuce when thoy chose to 
do so. There wm uo grievance. The Ihwh 
regarding women were as woineu de.sired 
them to be; women were not asking for the 
privilege, and therefore there could be no 
practical grievance. 

Mr Jleredith was strongly opposed to 
the bill. It would be a sad day when 
politics were introduced into the home and 
■women bejjaiue (lotivo politicians. We had 
recently had an instance of a young woman 
actively canvassing In an election cam- 
paign, and he was sure it was not desirable 
that that practice should be extended in 
thiM country. If the franchise wore granted 
to women, we could not loii^' reiUly refuse 
to tliem the right to sit in thi.s legislatiire. 
Now, th(! hou. (,'entleman (Mr. Waters) wiis 
a man of cool judgment; but could he be 
expected to exercise h>s cool judgment with 
o yonug lady of '21 years ond G mouths old 
sitting beside him. 

Mr. AVftters reviewed the arguments 
against the bill, promised to force it to a 
vote at the next parliament, if relnrued,iLud 
asked permission to withdraw tho bill. 

Hon. C. F. Fraser said once give women 
the right to vote then they must have tho 
right to represent lliemselves in jiarlia- 
ment. Jt was within the bor.uds of jiosk!- 
bility that women would form the uuijority 
of parlianiQiit; then they might ••'.\t\rX a law 
which evuiy iiiuii in the chaniber might 
oppose. What would rosult? Does he 
think men would submit to such a liiu ? 
Social chaos must follow thiH. .Should 
women be sommoned to the defence of the 
country, go' out tor eight days' drill? If not, 
why not? 

Mr. Meredith — Because they would have 
to bring the babies along. ( Ijuughter. | 

Hon. C. F. Fnisfr- -Then we eouid not 
t'OUBider the babies. 

The order for tho second reailiug of the 
bill was then withdrawn. 



EQUALLY GUILTY. 

The trial and conviction of ilie throe 
Netherby Hall burg'ars who were lately 
hanged for the mutier of a police con- 
etable gave an eoiphasia lo a simple rule 
of criminal law which is not commonly 
understood. It will be remembered that 
last October, Netherby Flail, the famous 
Cumberland mansion no famous in Border 
legend and the scone of the ballad of 
Young Lochiiivar, was broken into by 
'four men, who on making their escape 
violently assaulted one conatiible, aeveroly 
wounded another, and shot dead a third, 
named Byrnes. Three out of tho four 
robbers were finally captured, Tho evi 
d^nce loft no doubt of their guilt, and if 
there had been it would have been re- 
moved by the cunfession ot one of the 
prisoners. Only one 'man fired the shot 
which killed Byrnes, but by the law of 
every civilized country the others were 
equally guilty. "By u rule of law," Mr. 
Justice Day was careful to tell the jury, 
"if all three had combined with the oom- 
xnoD intention of resisting with deadly 
weapons any persons who mi|;ht try to 
arrest thimi, then it was unnecessary to 
consider whoso hand it was that pulled 
the trigger. " Thus did tho sorioua crime 
of burglary prove the stepping stone to 
one still more heinous, and resulted in 
vengeance according to the Mosaic law 
becoming trebly satisfied.

This bill will come up for final action on 
Moiiday. It provides for tho couHtruction 
of a lino of railway from some point in Vic- 
toria to Shoal harbor, North Siianieli. The 
bill gives uo security, either in boiul or 
money, and the company ogree to begin 
construction in one year and to complete 
the li&9 in two years from the passage of 



the act. The capital stock is $500,000. In 
sixty days from the date of the passage of 
the bill — which Avillbe about J'lne let -Jhe 
company will depodt to the oredit ol the 
government in some bank at AMetoria SIO,- 
000 in cash or ai)proved securities; which 
mm will bo forfeited in case of failure to 
construct the road. Upon the principle of 
improving tho means of coniiuunieutiun be- 
tween city and country and, perha])s with 
ferry, tapping tho Canadian I'acitie railway 
trade, tho house seemed to be ai^reed; uiul, 
indeed, there does not seem to have been a 
dissentient opinion. All the public care to 
ask is to have their interests protected 
by the legislators in considering the bill. 
Wo think it will be touud that they have 
been well looked itftor.

To rUK Ekitok: — Tho Chiue^e que^tion 
is not a more local question — it is not 
even a British Columbni (luestion. 'L'he 
question is a great one, lias widespread 
ramifications affecting lior Majesty's gov- 
ernment, her treaties with foreign gov- 
ernments and her general policy which 
she is in duty and in honor bound to 
carry out. Affecting also the Dominion 
of Canada in this and other respects; 
aifecting our fellow countrymen and allied 
races sojourning or settled in foreign 
countries; atl'ecting the treatment and re- 
spect of all. In this Chineae ([ueation 
then, of so great import to Her Jlajesty's 
government and to our relations abroad, 
as well personal as commercial and moral, 
British Columbia must not consider her- 
self the moat important portion thereof; 
must not consider herself as tho chief 
person concerned, although some of her 
inhabitants may, taking a personal view 
of the matter, and considering how it 
aSficts him or her particul.u'ly , consider 
'..r'nelf or lie. rid J the ic/ik/i' fnipiie. 

It must ever be reriienibereJ that our 
mother country has diuiu and is d dug 
much for the benetit of Hritish Columb ia, 
and indeed nut only of Canada and 
British Columbia, but also for the whoFb 
of tho British dominions, and it behoves 
British Columbia — loyal as she is and alloc- 
tion bearing to her mother country — to 
show some gratitude for these favor.-) and 
benoQts by giving way in matters, although 
they may injure this province a little, are 
of great importance to ourniother country. 
Tho benefit of the whole empire will be 
enhanced by British Columbia bearing luu- 
own little troubles rather ihiin inv(dvu 
tho empire and our relations in foreign 
countries in greater diUiculty and danger, 
remembering at the same time that whilst 
by bearing, British Columbia is merely 
doing and showing practi'ially iior duty to 
the empire; but ia also ehL-aping the ui ich 
greater evils that aho might sustain ae 
well personally as fmancially, by running 
counter to tho general policy of the em- 
pire of which Canada ia a portion. 

This solf^negation will not be doing 
more tlian British Columbia does for the 
Dominion of Canada, of whicli she ia a 
portion. She rocoivos a groat deal of ^;cJod 
from tho connection, and thurefore bears 
some evils. British Columbia cannot have 
all the cream and leave tho skim inilk for 
the majority. How often are comiihiiiua 
hoard of the customs duties bearing hard 
upon many individuals; and yet this piO" 
vinco has to yiold to the general law. \l<

K. Phillips, the well known Grand 
Army man, was robbed and shot within a 
few yards of his residence, at Seventeenth 
and O streets, iu East Portland, about, 1 1 
o'clock last night, while on his way home 
from thi.s city.

'Tlii: CJunld office was illuminated last 
evening with the Sperry incandescent 
light, the dynamo being driven by a two- 
horse power .Shipnian coal oil engine, which 
was supplied for the purpose by Messrs. 
Gray & Duinbleton of Rock Bay shipyard. 
This engine is a marvel of complotenesa 
and beauty. io automatic in its feed, ancl 
makes as little noice as a sewing machine. 
The arrangements were necessarily incom- 
plete and of a temporary character; but 
the light, nevertheless, glowed steadily 
and deiuonstriitod iho superiority of elec- 
tricity over all other methods of lUumiii'i^ 
tion. A single burner illuminated u room 
21x12 feet ao that fine print could be road 
in any part with ease. The buainots ullice 
was brilliantly lighted with a single burner 
and the printers iiT the oompoaing room set 
type by the rays of electricity. The offlco 
was visited by many persona during the 
evening who watched with interest the pro- 
gress of the now invention. The Shipman 
engine, which made about '250 ruvohitions 
and is capable of -100 revolutiouH a minute, 
was under the supervision of Mr. Piurre- 
])0nt Gray; the dynamo and li^bt were 
directed by Mr, S, /. Mitehell, nn accom- 
plished electrician. Jlr. Mc.Mnlluu, agent 
for the Spevry company (which eoinpiiuy 
has the coutriict forfighting the city), was 
in attendance and explained the invention 
to the visitors, Late in the evening when 
the dynamo had been detached, a large 
wooden pulley suddenly burst with a loud 
report scattering its fragments far and near. 
Several of tho persons present wore struck 
by the dying pieces; but OTily one, CJeorf^e 
Meldrum, who is employed iu The Colonist 
lithographic department, was severely hurt, 
lie was badly bruised on tho legs and will 
be laid up lor a day or two.

They literally chuck their food; and 
it would be more correct to say of them 
at tho table, using thoir own uni(jue 
term, that thoy are "chucking" tluia 
that they are "oating." Vfhon a moal 
'is ready the cook' opens the 46or>^ and 
calls and the men rush in with a silont, 
grim, determined energy that is sugges- 
tive of a gathering of old soldiers in tho 
banquet rooms of Walhalla. Tho secret 
of this is that tho men all wear rub- 
bers or "'packs," and so luovo 
over tho lloor without noise; and 
the eargerness with which thoy crowd 
forward, bareheaded, v:itii swinging 
arms,':' and logs striding far, and all 
without a soundj almost -inalces the be- 
holder wonder if he has hot by soma 
mistake got down into the wrong place. 
Hungry men are reticent. Tho sensa- 
tion of hunger overpowers all social 
sense and reverts civilization for tho 
time to savagery. These men marcli iu 
and seat themselves at the tables with- 
out a word. If there wore only one 
table and food enough for a dozen of 
them, they would, it is easy to see, 
scramble and Dght for it like savages, 
and tho strongest ones among them, 
that is, the 'greatest bully and glutton, 
would bo elected chief. But there is 
plenty, a.s thoy know, and so each goo.s 
to his place, loads his plate and bogia.s 
chucking without ceremony. 

For Ave minutes you hoar nothing 
but the ihcesysant clashing innd clatter- 
ing of knives and forks against tin 
plates and see nothing but tho upward 
jerk of a hundred hands and.the down- 
"ward bob of lifty Iieads aa, midway, the 
well-trained jaws, agape, are catching 
the chuck on the tlyl By that time tho 
stomach lias got fairly to work, the sen- 
sation of hunger is relaxing its grip, 
the social instincts begin to exert them- 
selves again, the savages are once more 
becoming civilized. Here and lliero 
you hear them talking. Quip and i^uirk 
are on tho wing, contentment is iu the 
air. In live minutes more the place ha.s 
become jovial and tho more skillful 
chuckors are loaviug tho room wiih pipe 
and tobacco iu hand, to finisli the meal 
with the inevitable smoke. Then qII to 
work, and a repetition of tho scene at 
the ue.xt meal. 

Salt meat, often half-boiled, potatoes 
ditto, fried pork stuck fast in half-cold 
pork grease; good fresh beef ruined for- 
ever here and hereafter by being fried 
while swimming in pork fat; f resii beef 
boiled and .served without seasoning of 
any kind; beans that sometimes are 
scooped from barrel to boiler and so 
"baked" without change of water or 
Tcssel— a deed against which every 
Boston stomach must rise in protest — 
bean soup served with tho beans so hard 
that thoy will bronk between your teeth, 
and the water as clear as when tho 
work begiui, but with its transparency 
a triile obscured by bits of broken 
cracker that seem to float and sail 
around thoir iron-bound coast; hot 
soda bi.scuit, a spoonful of flour to 
a quart of soda, it scorned to nio, very 
short with oceans of lard; minco pics of 
hashed beef and jiork, salt and fresh: 
dried apples, with molasses to suit, and 
raisins thrown in to support tlio crust 
that is made oC chilled pork fat sprinkled 
with flour; tea that is boiled down, filled 
up and boiled again, and kept boiling 
from moal to meal, dished out from the 
boiler, grounds and all« into measures 
that are half-filled with cold orluko 
warm water, and drank from tin cups 
wlioso inner surfaces are coated with 
thp brown and dirty-looking sediment of 
the over-boiled tea, without ruigar or 
milk — all this sort of thing "tho boys" 
endure from day to day with an amia- 
bility that would make New England 
dyspeptics miserable with envy. 

But it must not bo understood that 
camp cooks are without skill Thoy are 
often good cooks. Most of them can 
make o.xccllont yeast bread, which is, 
after all, tho stall of life. But there is 
so much work to bo done, and only tho 
one man, with one or, at most, two 
chore hands to assist him, that much of 
it must be hurried over and slighted. 
From 4 in the morning until 8 or later 
at night the cook must be on duly, the 
season through.. "Mike,'" our Froneh 
cook, is as good as they averafr>» He is 
active and industrious, and will cut 
more meat, iu his way, dish up more, 
potatoes, hash, fried pork, stewed steak, 
soda biscuit, baked beans, etc., in livo 
minutes than any other man 1 ever saw 
at work, and the way he will place and 
arrange dishes on a table is luminous 
with dexterity. 

JDiiralilu Timber. 

The durability of the framed timber 
of building.s is very considerable. Tho 
trusses of tho old jiart of tlio roof of the 
basilic of a St. Paul, at l-ioiue, wore 
fram&d iu UlC, and were sound and good 
in 181@, a space of nearly a thousand 
years. These trusses are of flr. The 
timber work of the external domes of 
the Chureli of til. Mark, at N uiiice, is 
more tluin « I(J years old, and is still in 
a good state. Alborti observed the 
galea of cypress to tho church of St. 
Peter, at Kome, to be whole and .sound 
after being up nearly (JOO years. The 
inner roof of the eiiapol of St. Nicholas, 
King's I>ynii, Norfolk, is of oak, and 
WiLH couslrueted upwards of .''lOO years 
ago. lJa\ iller states, as an instance of 
the durability of iir, that the largo 
dormitory of the .lacobins' convent, at 
Paris, wa.s executed in fir and lasted 
400 years. 

A .Squirrel ami Her Bulilan.

Old citizens of Toledo di.siinctly re- 
member the time when there was an 
immigration of squirrels in this vicinity. 
On a certain day a gentleman wiis on 
the bank of Ten-Mile Creek when tho 
number of squirrels moving was unusu- 
ally large. Among the squirrels was 
one that exhibited such motherly caro 
and affection for her two little ones as 
to prove a most interesting sight. She 
reached tho bank of the creek wliere a 
crossing was to bo made. Tlia 
little S(iuirrels were quite timid 
about going near to the 
water, but the mother coa.xed them 
until the^ seemed to be satisfied to do 
as she wished. She ran along the shore,' 
and finding a piece of^bark about a foot 
long and si.x inches wide, dragged it to 
the wafer's edge and i)nslied it into tho.

end of tho bark was resting on tho 
shore. Sho thou induced her little ones 
to get on the bark and they at once cud- 
dled elo.soly together, when the ohl 
squirrel pushed the bark and its load 
into the stream, and, taking one end of 
the bark in her teeth, pushed itahead of 
her until tlie opposite bank was reached, 
where tho young sqnirrcl.s (luickly 
Hcamporcd up the bank of the creek, 
where the mother rested for a few 
juinutes, when the journey was re-
